U. §, DESTROYERS FIRED ON. 


With regard to.the firing on, U. 
S. destroyers, Admiral Clarence 
B. Williams,’ commander-in-Chief 
of the American Asiatic Fleet, sent 
a message to the Navy Department 
on‘the lith-inst. ‘confirming: the 


report that the American, des- |" 


troyers Stewart and 'Pope were fired 
upon in Chinese waters on Septem- 
ber 5. .He also added that the 
American steamer ling was fired 
on the day before. 

Admiral Williams’ message said 


‘that two men aboard the destroyers 


received “surface wounds,” and 
that the yessels were atruck several 
times. : 

The fring came from the south” 
side of the Yangtze River 50 miles 
below Hankow ‘and was not return- 
ed, as the destroyers were unable 
to locate the source of the, shells.
